3. The matter was considered and it has been decided that :— 

(i) All contracts awarded by KEB and KPC prior to the date of 

withdrawal of aid by the World Bank which was 25-10-93 and 

1-8-93 respectively, would be entitled to the deemed export 

benefits that existed on these dates;

(i.i) The benefits under the deemed export policy, as stated above, 
would be available only so long as supplies have been effected 
by the contracted date of delivery stipulated originally and 
not for any extensions thereafter; 

(iii) However where supplies in respect of contracts, as contained 
in para 3(i) and 3 ( i i ) above have already been completed on 
the date of issue of this notification, such contracts shall 
not be eligible for grant of special imprest licence unless 
such licence had already been applied for prior to effecting 
the aforesaid supplies.
